but just as doubts 
surfaced about the days 
to come, they were 
replaced by feelings of 
optimism. The year 
continued with the 
occasional trauma; but 
overall, it was a positive 

two semesters with people focused on thier purpose at the University. The sadness of losing a dear 
friend was transformed into something that made the University of Arkansas a better place to live 
and to learn. 

Lurking behind the tears for Professor Locke were lessons waiting to be taught about literature 
and also about life.

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First day of school 
brings hardship 
to UA Campus 


J ohn R. Locke, compara¬ 
tive literature program 
director, and James Easton 
Kelly, a non-degree graduate 
student, died Monday, August 
28, 2000 from an apparent 
"murder-suicide" in Locke's 
office in Kimpel Hall Room 
231, according to UA 
Chancellor John A. White. 
Police Capt. Brad Bruns said 
witnesses heard three gunshots 
and after investigating, police 
found four empty casings in a 
.38-caliber pistol found on the 
floor between the two bodies in 
the office. Rolinda Corbit, a 
junior majoring in history and 
classical studies, was one of the 
students in the hallway on the 
second floor who heard the 
three gunshots. 

Capt. Bruns arrived only in 
time to hear one shot of the 
shots. Bruns reported however 
that the first officers on the 
scene did communicate with 
someone in the office, and the 
officers talked to only one per¬ 
son. "I heard a person say he 


needed help and was hurt," 
Corbit said. 

She said the first officer on 
the scene "talked to the guy in 
the room." 

The officer said, "hello, are 
you hurt?" Corbit said. "Yes I 
am," was the reply from within 
the office, she said. 

Locke, 67, was an associate 
professor of English and head 
of the comparative literature 
program. 

Locke was scheduled to 
retire in January, Randall 
Woods, Dean of the Fulbright 
College of Arts and Sciences, 
said. 

White said Kelly, 37, from 
Marianna, Ark., came to the 
UA in 1990 and was dismissed 
from his doctoral program the 
week before the shootings 
occurred. And because Locke 
was on the committee that dis¬ 
missed Kelly, some believe that 
this was his motivation for 
killing Locke.

Native American 
Pow Wow 
provides cultural 
exposure 
for UA students 


The Pow Wow: a sacred tradition 
among the Native American peoples 
was continued by the enormous 
efforts of the Native American 
Student Association. This year was 
the 9th annual Razorback Pow Wow 
and with a new location, it was one 
of their more successful events. 

Not only was the Razorback Pow 
Wow the largest registered student 
organization event on campus, it 
was also the largest Pow Wow in the 
state of Arkansas. With more than 
thirty vendors and hundreds of 
dancers, the Pauline Whittaker 
Animal Science Arena was full of 
color and the spiritual song and 
dance of the Native American 
People. 

The Gourd dance, one of the old¬ 
est traditions of the Pow Wow, was 
the first event. Drawing from roots 
centuries old, the dancers slowly 
moved to the center drum. As the 
music reached an apex, the dancers 
go the their tin gourd rattlers and 
moved back to the circumference to 
begin again. 

“I love the harmonic sounds of the 
rattlers and drums,” said Clay 


Bumpers. “It makes me want to get 
up and dance and join in.” 

“The music is so different than 
any other you hear today,” Jeremy 
Bruner said. “It is really neat to 
experience such a spiritual event.” 

The competing dancers were- 
brought in by the traditional first 
dance of the Pow Wow: The Grand 
Entry. Dancers of all ages partici¬ 
pated in the Grand Entry. The 
Cherokee Nation Color Guard, car¬ 
ried by several regalia-dressed vet¬ 
erans, guided the dancers. Each 
dancer's regalia was very personal 
and was said to have special mean¬ 
ing for that dancer.

In keeping with Arkansas tradition, the interior of the stadium was 
designed to include various displays of the history and accomplish¬ 
ments of Razorback football. 

The east side of the stadium was renamed "Championship Alley," 
and the multitude of conference championships, as well as the nation¬ 
al championship the Hogs claimed, were highlighted on the walls that 
line the concourse. 

On the south side, the walls that reinforced the walkways contained 
the name of every player who lettered with the Razorback football 
team, and a section called, "Bowl Game Alley," was designated to the 
east side of the arena, where a record of the Razorbacks’ victories and 
defeats in postseason play were featured. 

An amalgamation of the past, the present and the future made 
Razorback Stadium a sight to behold. 

"We wanted to build for the Razorback fans a premier stadium," 
Broyles said. 

With all the new features that were added to the stadium, Broyles 
did just that and simultaneously created Hog Heaven.

New Student Orientation Sessions. These 
sessions were fun and informative events all 
new students attending the university must 
attend. The orientation sessions’, which were 
sponsored by New Student Programs and the 
Orientation office, main goal was to help 
students make the transition to college life.

In its 50th season, the UA 
Theatre began the season in July 
of 2000 with "Death Trap" a 
murder mystery followed by 
"You're a Goodman Charlie 
Brown," the musical version of 
the peanuts cartoon. Next on the 
season schedule was "What I did 
Last Summer," the story of a 
young boy’s coming of age. 

In November a production of 
Shakespeare's "Macbeth" graced 
the UA Theatre. 

Set in 11 th-century Scotland,

Itudents in Fayetteville sat scattered

A students. The student media made many 
cnanges from previous years and more are 
in store for fall 2002. 

UATV, in its fifth year of operation, 
expanded from 42 hours of programming in 
fall of 1999 to 100 hours in fall 2001. From 
news to politics, UATV aired as many stu¬ 
dent-produced programs as were available. 
The News at Nine, The Sports Advantage (a 
live call-in sports show), Arkansas on 
Campus, Campus Crossfire (call-in political 
show) and UATV Jamz are all student pro¬ 
duced UATV shows which air on channel 2 
in Fayetteville and 14 in Springdale. UATV 
also added episodes of "Saturday Night 
Live" to their programming in the fall of 
2000. 

A new UA radio station, KXUA-FM 88.3 
began in April 2000. With a staff of 72, 
KXUA listeners experienced a wide variety 
of music during daytime programs. At night, 
genre-based programming filled the air¬ 
waves with anything from heavy metal, to 
hip hop, to jazz. 


The station also broadcasts news programs, 
literary programs and talk shows. During 
the year, KXUA also started covering soft- 
ball, soccer and volleyball games. 

During J-days, a Walter J. Lemke 
Journalism Department reunion, The 
Traveler staff sponsored an editors' reunion. 
At the reunion Traveler editor Jeff Smith 
announced The Traveler would begin print¬ 
ing four issues a week beginning in the fall 
of 2002, a change from the previous three 
issues per week. Smith also said The 
Traveler would add a Weekend Entertainment 
section in the fall of 2002. In the summer of 
2001, The Traveler published a weekly edi¬ 
tion through summer school. 

The Traveler and UATV worked together 
with the media board during ASG elections 
to broadcast "Meet the Candidates" where 
the candidates were given the chance to 
present their platform and were asked ques¬ 
tions by the media board. Students could 
also e-mail their own questions to the candi¬ 
dates during the broadcast.

students And residents of the Fayetteville 
oOTiai»*ufflty gathered together for a common 
cause. They were racing "for the cure." 

The "Race for the Cure" brought young 
and old alike together to help raise money to 
find a cure for breast cancer. 

More than 7,000 men, women and children 
participated in the race, which had more 
than 100 sites nationwide. Seventy-five per¬ 
cent of the proceeds from the race went to 
fund local breast cancer projects and 25 per¬ 
cent went to fund national research. 

Sponsored by the Susan G. Komen 
Foundation, the race was established as part 
of Foundation's fight against breast cancer. 
The sister of Susan Komen, Nancy Brinker, 
established the Komen Foundation to find a 
cure for breast cancer as a life threatening 
disease by advancing research, education, 
screening and treatment. 

Since 1982, this organization has worked 
to raise awareness of breast cancer and to 


raise funds to help victims and Conduct 
research. 

Alison Zeinner placed first in female over¬ 
all results with a time of 19:15:70, while 
Charlotte Morris placed first in female sur¬ 
vivor results with a time of 26:30:03. 

Ruben Reina took first in the male results 
with a time of 16:23:17. 

The race was seen as a sporting event for 
women and men of all ages and athletic abil¬ 
ities, as well as a family-oriented fundraiser 
to help increase public awareness of breast 
cancer. While it attracted serious runners, it 
also brought in breast cancer survivors and 
individuals who were honoring a loved one 
who was fighting or had fought breast can¬ 
cer. 

Students who competed in the race walked 
away with the knowledge that they had done 
something to help others, while educating 
themselves and the public about the serious¬ 
ness of breast cancer.

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long-term effects of birth con¬ 
trol pills, rape, eating disorders 
and the effect of smoking pot 
— a potpourri of concerns 
mostly with a sexual spin. 

After the formal 90-minute 
presentation, Dr. Drew retreat¬ 
ed to a reception in the Anne 
Kittrell Art Gallery were he 
mingled with UA students and 
answered more questions 
about his career for another 
hour. 

The future of "Loveline" as a 
television show was not cer¬ 
tain because MTV cancelled 
the series. Drew said he 
believed MTV cancelled the 
show as a political move. 

After the Congressional hear¬ 
ings on the marketing of R- 
rated movies to the youth mar¬ 
ket, Hollywood made a gentle¬ 
men’s agreement with 
Washington to pull R-rated 
movie trailers from the ad 
space on youth-oriented pro¬ 
gramming. 

MTV cancelled the show 
because they were no longer 
reaping its economic benefits, 
Dr. Drew said. 

But, he said he was opti¬ 
mistic that the show would 
return to television in some 
form, and that he was happy 
doing what he did because he 
had "no other goal than help¬ 
ing."

media said. No one seriously 
dealt with the relational issues 
facing teens. AIDS existed, but 
people thought it only affected 
homosexual males. Sex and 
interpersonal relationships 
were taboo issues. Enter Dr. 
Drew Pinsky. 

Dr. Drew, star of the popular 
show MTV canceled, dished 
out advice to the youthful 
lovelorn with the authority of 
several degrees behind him. 

He lamented the "Just Say No 
to Sex" message the United 
States sends to its youth in lieu 
of trying to keep them healthy 
on Friday night in November 
before a crowd of about 500 in 
the Arkansas Union Ballroom. 
Dr. Drew suggested one way 
sexually active youth could be 
kept healthy was to use the 
morning-after pill, long used in 
Europe but only recently 
approved by the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration. 

He endorsed the morning- 
after pill as an effective means 
of birth control and a means to 
curb abortion. 

"The best way to avoid abor¬ 
tion is not to have them," Dr. 
Drew said. 

At the University Programs- 
sponsored event, he fielded 
audience questions and told 
students to trust their instincts. 
Kids today, Dr Drew said, 
question "Am I normal?" and

ManPfiom a distance has 
probably noticed that the North 
tower is a bit higher than the 
tower on the South. Numerous 
stories circulate as to how this 
came about. 

At the end of the American 
Civil War, the Yankees were in 
control of the government. The 
rumor is that the architect of the 
building made the North tower 
just a little bit higher than the 
South tower as a symbol of who 
was in control. 

Perhaps one of the most 
famous legends on campus is 
that of the x-ray incident. Like 
many student bodies, the univer¬ 
sity had an underground newspa¬ 
per. The name of the paper was 
the X-Ray; in it, the president of 
the university, the faculty and the 
bookstore were criticized. 

The faculty voted to expel all 
36 people involved with the 
paper. Some of the students 
came from prominent families, 
which created quite an uproar. In 
the early part of the Spring seme- 
ter, the students went on strike 
and refused to go to class. They 
camped out on the lawn of Old 
Main. The town, as well as the 
student body, supported those 
students making a statement on 
the lawn. Finally, the Governor 


came up on the train and 
resolved the matter. No one was 
expelled and several students 
went on to become civic leaders. 

Spoofer’s Stone, which sits on 
Old Main lawn, is leftover from 
part of the construction. It is also 
tied with a legend at West Point. 
If a virgin sits on the Spoofer’s 
Stone, then Old Main will fall 
down. 

Senior Walk is another unique 
tradition to the university. 
Anyone who graduates has their 
name inscribed in one of the 
many sidewalks around campus. 
This was first done by hand, up 
until 30 years ago. It was a 
tedious job and was performed 
by the workers from the physical 
plant. However, two workers 
invented what is known as the 
“sand hog”, a machine that is 
now used to put the names in the 
walk. Two people can now do 
the work that previously took 
several, while upholding a 
unique tradition. 

In 1970, employees at the 
Library of Congress were trying 
to catalog a pamphlet and called 
UA to seek help. The Library 
wanted to know how many O’s 
were in Sooie!

The group sang songs and shouted chants of 
freedom, love, peace and unity as they 
marched from Walton Arts Center to the J. 
William Fulbright Memorial Peace Fountain 
tucked behind Old Main. 

The march was followed by a vigil where 
university students and officials talked about 
King’s impact on the world and the university. 
After a successful Martin Luther King Jr. Day, 
the Black Students Association geared up with 
other campus organizations and departments 
for an event-packed Black History Month in 
February. 

Black Unity Week took place during the 
week of February 4-9. Monday was Black 
Appreciation Day.

Dickson Street and Cleveland Avenue, sled¬ 
ding on cardboard boxes, makeshift sleds 
and the occasional Brough Commons tray. 

The snow and ice on Dec. 12, Dead-day 
Eve, brought relief to many students. The 
snow, which was almost impossible to drive 
on the next day, left students with extra days 
to study, play a game of snow-football on 
Old Main lawn or continue Dead-day Eve 
celebrations. 

Some students attempted to drive on the 
ice-coated campus. Although there were no 
major accidents, many students stood and 
watched as cars slid into railings or back 
down Dickson Street as they tried to drive 
up the hill. 

Through e-mail, Chancellor White kept 
students updated as they sat and watched the 
snow, wondering if classes would meet the 
next day. 

Finals scheduled for Thursday, Dec. 14 
were rescheduled for the following Sunday. 
Once classes resumed, students bundled up 
in coats, gloves and hats to trudge through 
ice and slosh past the remanets of snowmen 


and sledding trails scattered throughout the 
campus. 

Once the decision to hold classes was 
made, Physical Plant workers were hard at 
work shoveling the snow and ice off of the 
sidewalks so faculty and students could 
safely make it to class. 

The parking lots on campus and through¬ 
out Fayetteville were spotted with hills of 
snow and ice that had been cleared to pro¬ 
vide parking. 

Along with the below freezing tempera¬ 
tures, came two snow storms which left 
parts of the state without power for several 
days. The state shut down as UA, city and 
state employees waited for the sun to help 
them get rid of the snow and ice which 
caused parts of the South to be declared dis¬ 
aster areas. 

The harsh winter weather for the second 
year in a row caused Physical Plant workers 
and other UA officials to develop a snow 
and ice response plan. The plan details 
which university department representatvies 
should be looking for snow, people who 
should be notified and what time people 
should respond to reports of snow or ice.

Jpon hearing about the changes for 
tWfirswme, expressed differing opinions of 
wnetherihey supported the new policy. 

Students, faculty and staff alike questioned 
the likeliness that smokers would follow the 
25 feet distance requirement from entrances 
that the policy suggested when it came into 
effect July 1, but said they understood why 
the university was eliminating smoking 
floors in residence halls. 

Senior Paul Rago said he did not think he 
would follow the 25-foot rule because he 
thought he should be able to smoke outside. 

"We can’t smoke inside, and now, they are 
saying we can’t smoke outside. That’s ridicu¬ 
lous," Rago said. "What happens if we’re not 
25 feet from a building, is someone going to 
be out there monitoring?" 

Adam Laffieteau, a UA senior who started 
smoking while in high school, said he would 
not follow the 25-foot rule especially when it 
rained. 


"What am I supposed to do when it rains," he 
said. "I like being outside, but I’m going to 
stand here near the doors to keep out of the 
rain while I smoke." 

While many students expressed anger at the 
new policy, there were those who said they 
thought the new policy was a good one, 
because it would help people quit smoking. 
James Cotton said he supported the policy 
because it would help him drop the habit. 

"I will support it if it will help me quit 
smoking on campus because then I wouldn’t 
have any reason to smoke," he said. 

Cotton said he did not look forward to 
standing outside in the cold to smoke if he 
remained a smoker next fall. 

Smokers could take comfort in the fact that 
they could still indulge in their habit, albeit in 
a different fashion. 

Smoking while walking to and from class 
was not regulated, so students, faculty and 
staff could still smoke while making their 
way across campus.

Kelley on the first day of school 
was an upsetting way for freshmen to begin 
their college career, but the quick response 
time of UAPD officers strengthened stu¬ 
dent's belief that they were, indeed, "protect¬ 
ing Arkansas' future." 

In.September, residents were forced to con¬ 
front the fact that although access doors pro¬ 
tected dormitories, students should still take 
precautionary measures and lock their doors. 

Shortly after 4 a.m., Gregson Lodge resi¬ 
dent Mark Robinson wandered into several 
students' rooms, before crawling into bed 
with a female resident and fondling her. 
Alerted to the situation, UAPD officials 
responded quickly to the scene and arrested 
Robinson who was in a male student's room. 

In January, a female resident of Pomfret 
Hall endured a harrowing experience when 
UA student Stephen B. Campbell followed a 
resident into the dormitory and allegedly 
fondled the female resident by putting his 
hands in his shorts and then followed her into 


the women's restroom. 

Shortly after that, members of Chi Omega 
and Delta Delta Delta were alarmed when 
Stephen Campbell appeared at their homes 
and asked to be given a tour by one of the 
female residents. After watching television 
for several minutes, he quietly left. 

Not long after, Campbell was arrested 
across the street from the Delta Delta Delta 
sorority house where he sat under a tree, 
smoking a cigarette. 

A search of his person revealed a 3 and 3/4- 
inch blade knife hanging from his belt and a 
concealed, loaded .357-magnum. A search of 
backpack revealed .38 Special Plus-P ammu¬ 
nition, pornographic material, lubrication 
and a Polaroid camera. 

The three incidents caused UA residents to 
confront the idea that they weren't safe from 
the world even within the confines of The 
Hill. But it also helped them realize the pro¬ 
tection they received from UAPD, UA offi¬ 
cials and fellow students, whose alert obser¬ 
vations helped stopped bad situations 
become worse.

graduate student Erin Corwin of 
P.R.I.D.E. to a packed Giffels Auditorium on 
October 24th. "The purpose of the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Forces’ Speak Out 
Against Hate Campaign is to educate the 
public to the need of this specific legislation.” 

People Respecting Individual Differences 
and Equality (P.R.I.D.E.), University 
Programs, Multicultural Student Services, 
The Multicultural Center, The Health Center, 
Counseling and Psychological Services, 
Latinos Unidos, the Arkansas Equality 
Network (AEN), The National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force (NGLTF), and PFLAG 
Fayetteville all pulled their resources togeth¬ 
er to bring Elizabeth Toledo, executive direc¬ 
tor of the NGLTF, to the University as a stop 
on the Speak Out Against Hate Campaign.” 

Toledo suggested individuals could engage 
in "everyday acts of rebellion,” seeking out 
small actions by which to make a difference. 

"Every day, you should be able to think of 
one thing to do to further the movement. We 


don't always have an opportunity for those 
movements (but) it doesn’t take a lot to pull 
something together.” 

She also made her opinions known about 
the national political scene, where the results 
of the next presidential election could cast a 
shadow over the progress of the homosexual 
lobby. "We're very close to electing a presi¬ 
dent who opposes basic rights for gays and 
lesbians . . . we’re still fighting for our 1964 
Civil Rights Act.” 

"Hate is an extremely strong word and an 
extremely large problem in American socie¬ 
ty," said Ann Shelley, representative for the 
AEN, an allied group to the NGLTF working 
on a Pledge Against Hate Campaign. 

Their goal is to have a certain number of 
signatures to take to Arkansas’ legislators to 
show public support of hate crimes legisla¬ 
tion. 

These programs are a success if they make 
people think about the condition of today's 
society and hopefully inspire someone to take 
action.

5 permits, students learned 
would have to pay more to 
ad the UA for the 2001-2002 
school year. 

In April, the UA Board of 
Trustees unanimously approved 
a 5-percent increase in tuition 
and mandatory fees. UA admin¬ 
istrators had asked for the 
increase to pay for necessary 
budgetary needs for the next two 
years based on how much money 
the state Legislature appropriat¬ 
ed to the UA. 

Students were told in-state 
tuition and fees would rise from 
an average of about $128 per 
hour to about SI35, while out-of- 
state tuition and fees would 
increase from about $316 an 
hour to about $332. 

The board also approved a 5- 
percent increase in parking per¬ 
mit fees. Officials had asked the 
board for increases from $13 to 
$30 — as much as 150 percent 
for commuter permits. But board 
members capped the increase at 
5 percent until more analysis 
could be done about the costs of 
future parking decks. 

According to Transit and 
Parking department figures, resi¬ 
dent-reserved stickers would 
increase from $135 to $141.75, 
on campus from $45 to $47.25, 
off campus from $30 to $31.50 
and commuter from $20 to $ 21 . 
Faculty/staff reserved would 


increase from $300 to $315, 
while faculty/staff who make 
more than $30,000 a year would 
pay $84 instead of $80 for their 
sticker, and those who make less 
than $30,000 would pay $65 next 
year rather than $62. 

"I’m surprised the increase 
wasn’t greater," UA senior 
Michael McLaughlin said. "The 
$1.50 more for off-campus per¬ 
mits doesn’t seem that bad, 
although the proposed costs were 
ridiculous." 

One hotly debated topic during 
the year was the $18 HPER fee 
that was initiated when the 
HPER was built to repay the 
bond. 

After considering elimination 
of the HPER fee, officials decid¬ 
ed to increase the fee to $42 — 
generating an extra $1.15 million 
a year to pay for improvements 
to the HPER Building and pro¬ 
grams, including an expanded 
weight room, a climbing wall 
and increased staff salaries. 

The calculation method for fees 
also changed last year. In past 
years, some fees were billed at a 
flat rate, with students not 
charged if they were taking less 
than six hours. 

Of the eight student fees, all 
either increased or stayed the 
same except the Fine Arts fee, 
which was cut by about two- 
thirds.

funds but, more importantly, of 
themselves," the queen said. 


"As University of Arkansas 
graduates of the year 2001, 
you are particularly well pre¬ 
pared to contribute because 
you are empowered with an 
unprecedented combination of 
knowledge, access and global 
awareness," Noor said. "You 
could be catalysts for change." 
Noor was the guest speaker at 
the All-University 
Commencement Ceremony 
May 12 at Bud Walton Arena. 
She is a member of many inter¬ 
national and Middle Eastern 
organizations, including the 
Cerebral Palsy Foundation, the 
National Committee for the 
Protection of the Environment 
and Royal Society of Fine Arts 
and is a director on the global 
board of the Hunger Project. 

Noor said the political and 
social environment in the 
1960s and ’70s — the civil 
rights and anti-war movements 
— sparked motivation in col¬ 
lege students across the nation, 
including herself. 

"We felt duty-bound to speak 
up and act," Noor said of her 
generation. "Because we had 
been given so much, it was our 
duty to give back to others. " 
Noor said the spirit of 
involvement has not faded, and 
more college students have 
spoken out since 1966. 

"There are many examples of 


Noor said she was pleased 
with the efforts of students and 
faculty at the UA to advance 
connections to the Middle East 
through teacher workshops, 
study abroad and model Arab 
leagues. She also said she felt a 
connection to the UA through 
its dedication to advancement. 

"Arkansas’ position as a col¬ 
lege dedicated to advancement 
in a region rich with history 
resonates with me, for I am a 
woman dedicated to progress 
in a region where the past and 
present are alive and interact 
daily," Noor said. 

The queen also talked about 
the efforts of her former hus¬ 
band, King Hussein of Jordan, 
who died of cancer in 1999. 

"I urge you to find your own 
way to balance a successful 
career with service. It’s not 
easy; 1 know that well. But it is 
possible," she said. 

"I can’t think of a more fit¬ 
ting person to deliver a send- 
off message of insight, tenacity 
and inspiration to our graduat¬ 
ing class," Chancellor John A. 
White said. "The University of 
Arkansas has especially bene¬ 
fited from Queen Noor’s 
vision to advance international 
development, democracy and 
peace.

fl search for a career that fits one’s interests 
iltisually a difficult process for most college 
Jitduates. However, the University of 
Arkansas is making great strides to make that 
process much easier for its students. One 
event planned is the Career Development 
Center's Career Fair. 

With more than 120 businesses represented, 
the career fair is an enormous facilitator 
between graduating students and the business 
world. From the armed services to West 
TeleServices Corporation, almost every type 
of career in the Northwest Arkansas area was 
shown to students. After talking to represen¬ 
tatives from many types of businesses, it 
became clear that each believes that reaching 
out to the community's youth and opening 
job opportunities is an important job in the 
business world. 

The state division of the FBI and other 
branches of law enforcement were on hand to 
convey the importance of a career in criminal 
justice. “I got some really good information 
from the FBI representative,” senior Aerah 
Hardin said.

“I think I’m going 
to check out my options for furthering my 
education first.”

However, some stu- 
fecide to further their education past 
that of the bachelor’s degree by continuing 
on to graduate school. 

The graduate school at the University of 
Arkansas has a long-standing tradition of 
providing an opportunity for the develop¬ 
ment of the intellectual potential of individ¬ 
uals. Its main purpose is to provide an envi¬ 
ronment for freedom of expression and 
inquiry, while enhancing the academic 
integrity of the institution. 

To obtain graduate standing, students must 
have earned a baccalaureate degree from a 
regionally accredited institution in the 
United States or from a foreign institution 
with similar requirements for the degree. 
Students must also be accepted in a program 
of study by a department after obtaining 
graduate standing. They also must maintain 
a cumulative GPA of 2.85. 

Erin Corwin, a graduate student in coun¬ 
seling services, said that she decided to pur¬ 
sue a higher degree because of the special¬ 
ized courses involved which will help pre¬ 
pare her for a future career as a counselor. 


The excellent reputation of the programs at 
university isn’t strictly limited to the graduate 
students. “I want to continue my schooling 
here because I know how high the education¬ 
al standards in the grad school are,” senior 
Mindy Clevenger said. “I also love the loca¬ 
tion.” Many other University of Arkansas 
undergrad students feel the same way and 
don’t want to leave Fayetteville. “I am look¬ 
ing forward to hopefully continuing my edu¬ 
cation here at the university,” senior John 
Simmons said.

By 
a rowing students to observe school classrooms 
■■ ^wlc they are still in college, they see a first-hand 
view of real world classroom problems. If you 
ask any student in the elementary education or 
secondary education programs, they will immedi¬ 
ately tell you one of the obligations that goes 
along with their education classes is the role of 
being an observer. 

This job requires students to travel to one of the 
area schools in Fayetteville, Springdale, or even 
as far as Bentonville or Rogers, and observe the 
younger student and their teachers for about one 
hour every day. “1 enjoy visiting schools in dif¬ 
ferent locations,” senior Amber Wren said. 
“Some of the schools that are farther away have 
completely different atmospheres than the schools 
in Fayetteville or Springdale. This exposure not 
only allows you to see different techniques, but 
different environments as well.” 

This observation consists of recording what the 
class is doing that day, how the teacher interacts 
with students, how the students respond to the 
teacher, the inclusion of special education stu¬ 
dents, and even the way the room is arranged. 
“Observing a classroom that another teacher is 
teaching allows you to decide what techniques are 


effective, and also those that are maybe not so 
useful,” senior Shannon Turley said. 

Shaila Rao, a professor in the college, believes 
that “it really gives students a hands-on approach 
to teaching, and allows them to actually be in the 
classroom and be able to apply the things they are 
learning in class with actual students.” 

Many students in the College of Education think 
observing is beneficial and would not change the 
program. “I love observing,” senior Bethanee 
O’Neal said. “It’s a nice change from the struc¬ 
tured classroom environment. It helps you 
remember why you want to be a teacher. ” 

However, some students feel that some of the 
schools should be in a closer vacinity to the 
school. 

“I like going to the schools and interacting with 
the kids, but when the schools are in Bentonville 
or Rogers, I don’t get enough opportunities to 
visit the schools and I have to do all my observing 
in one session,” junior Ben Watts said. 

Whatever the circumstances, observing is a 
vital part of the education college and also impor¬ 
tant to the students who will become our future 
teachers.

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Far-reaching changes took place at the 
Sam M. Walton College of Business 
during recent years, one of the most 
notable being the alteration of its name. 
The name was amended because of a 
$50 million gift from the Walton 
Charitable Foundation, the largest gift 
ever to the UA. 


Internet connections, DVD, CD, audio 
tape players, cable television access 
and VCRs. In addition, the center fea¬ 
tures state-of-the-art videoconferenc¬ 
ing capabilities. All programs created 
in the center can be delivered to nation¬ 
al and global sites via the Internet, and 
a broadcast-quality television studio is 


About $1.8 million of the gift went 
toward renovations in the college dur¬ 
ing summer 1999. The Walton College 
renovations made interactive technolo¬ 
gy available to the students and faculty. 
All classrooms in the Business 
Building were equipped with net¬ 
worked computers, VCRs, sound sys¬ 
tems and document cameras — next- 
generation overhead projectors. Other 
technology included M The Smart 
Board," a touch-sensitive graphics 
screen. 

The remaining money from the 
Walton gift was in endowments, where 
the university decided on suitable 
investments, and the Walton College 
received 5 percent of the interest from 
those investments. The largest use of 
the interest money was aimed toward 
faculty support. The money was also 
used for student activities, the honors 
program and minority student affairs. 
Another gift that made a change on 
campus came in the form of a grant 
from the Donald W. Reynolds 
Foundation, for whom the Donald W. 
Reynolds Center for Enterprise 
Development, dedicated in February 
1999, is named. 

As part of the grant agreement, the 
Donald W. Reynolds Foundation 
required the UA "to provide an endow¬ 
ment for the perpetual maintenance of 
this building," according to the 
Reynolds Center Web site. 

Each meeting room in the Reynolds 
Center was equipped with a data pro¬ 
jector, document cameras, computers, 


available. 

Another feature the center boasted of 
was the multimedia-training class¬ 
room, complete with 24 computer 
workstations and an instructor’s com¬ 
puter that projected to a large screen, 
much like a document camera. 

The bachelor’s of science degree in 
public administration and the bache¬ 
lor’s of science degree in industrial 
management, which had not had gar¬ 
nered sufficient interest from students 
in recent years to justify continuing, 
became part of the political science 
department in the J. William Fulbright 
College of Arts and Sciences. 

Graduate students had access to the 
$250,000 asset allocation fund for 
which they decided what types of 
investments to make. 

Another highlight from the college 
was that of cooperative education, 
which had more members in Walton 
College than any other college on cam¬ 
pus. Cooperative education allowed 
students set objectives and goals and 
then write a paper about their experi¬ 
ences at the end of the term. 

The Walton College undergraduate 
program was ranked 36th in the coun¬ 
try in public schools out of 375 accred¬ 
ited business schools, and public 
schools faculty publication productivi¬ 
ty was ranked 43rd in the nation. 

With increased funding and promi¬ 
nence, Walton College quickly moved 
up the ranks to become one of the pre¬ 
miere business colleges in America.

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From new research grant proposals to 
minors and concentrations never before 
offered, the UA remained an ever-evolv¬ 
ing educational theater. 

The J. William Fulbright College of 
Arts and Sciences was the largest col¬ 


their work in spintronics, a new method 
of producing devices that use magnetic 
properties of an electron to produce 
high-speed information transfer. The 
researchers received $500,000 in three 
years to do basic research. 


lege at the UA with about 6,200 stu¬ 
dents, including graduate students. 
Consisting of 18 academic departments 
and 14 interdisciplinary programs, the 
college offered degrees in the arts, 
humanities, sciences and social sci¬ 
ences. 

The college, like its founder, former 
university president and U.S. Sen. J. 
William Fulbright, made substantial 
contributions to scholarship and 
research. 

In 2000-01, Fulbright College students 
won an unprecedented number of 
national scholarships — a Rhodes 
scholarship, three Barry Goldwater 
Scholarships, a Marshall Scholarship 
and two National Science Foundation 
Fellowships. Only Brown and Princeton 
universities matched the record, said 
Suzanne McCray, director of the Office 
of Post-Graduate Fellowships and direc¬ 
tor of honors studies in Fulbright 
College. 

In October 2000, researchers won a 
total of about $12 million in grants from 
the National Science Foundation and 
the National Institutes of Health, agen¬ 
cies that fund state-of-the-art research, 
according to the college’s Web site. 

The National Institute of Health grant¬ 
ed the UA $9.63 million, the largest 
competitive research grant made to the 
campus, to establish the Center for 
Protein Structure and Function. The 
center brought UA chemists and biolo¬ 
gists together with scientists nationwide 
in an effort to decipher proteins in the 
human genome. 

UA physicists received NSF grant for 


Yet another research project in the sci¬ 
ences brought UA researchers one step 
closer to growing microorganisms under 
Mars-like conditions. The researchers 
worked with methanogens, microorgan¬ 
isms of the group Archaea, which they 
believed might provide clues to the type 
of life that might be found below the 
surface of Mars, . 

The UA and the University of 
Arkansas Medical School received 
about SI million from the NSF and the 
Arkansas Science and Technology 
Authority to build a program in plant- 
based production of pharmaceutical 
proteins. 

The U.S. House of Representatives 
made an additional grant in December 
of $2.5 million to establish the Diane 
Blair Center for the Study of Southern 
Politics and Society and $921,000 to 
establish a Social Work Research 
Center. 

Another feature of the Fulbright 
College was the Sturgis Fellowship 
Program. In its 16th year, the Sturgis 
program offered study abroad opportu¬ 
nities and research funding for under¬ 
graduate honor students. 

In addition, students enrolled in the 
interdisciplinary doctoral program in 
environmental dynamics received train¬ 
ing in geographic information systems 
at the Center for Advanced Spatial 
Technologies. 

From student success to research 
grants, Fulbright College had one of its 
best year, McCray said.

property and international 
agricultural trade, to public 
international law and environ- 


grams and building improve¬ 
ments. 

Four professorship appoint¬ 
ments were made in 2000-01. 
Another exciting development 
in the was new technology 
made possible by the $500,000 
gift from UA alumnus Ron 
LeMay, graduate of 1972. The 
money was donated to pur¬ 
chase and maintain a video- 
conferencing system, a multi- 
media retrieval system, a struc¬ 
tured wiring system and data 
equipment. 

New fiber optic wiring was 
installed, and every classroom 
was made connectable to the 
Internet. School of Law offi¬ 
cials said the gift was a major 
contribution to the importation 
and exportation of legal 
expertise via distance-like edu¬ 
cation. 

Such far-spanning education 
might help to further improve 
the growing international pro¬ 
grams offered through the 
School of Law. The summer 
2000 program at Cambridge 
University in England was 
considered to be very success¬ 
ful and was continued during 
summer 2001. 

Two new permanent posi¬ 
tions were filled in the school 
by professors slated to teach 


mental law and remedies. 

In addition, a new student 
organization, the International 
Law Society, was created near 
the end of the spring semester. 
The student-initiated ILS was 
developed to help broaden the 
scope of law students' experi¬ 
ence while attending the UA. 
Still more progress was made 
in the aesthetics of the college 
this past year. 

The Office of Student Affairs 
received new furniture and 
paint, as well as an expanded 
placement library. Waterman 
Hall was given new tabletops 
in the courtroom, replacement 
stairwell flooring and new 
chairs in third-floor class¬ 
rooms. New carpeting on the 
third floor also was installed. 
Security improvements were 
placed in the building, and stu¬ 
dent organizations were 
moved to Waterman Hall to 
improve student accessibility. 
The Law Programs building 
was also refurbished with new 
paint, new computers for fac¬ 
ulty and staff and new desks 
for workstations in the com¬ 
puter lab. A new air-condition¬ 
ing system has also been 
installed in the building.

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The number of incoming freshmen 
increased in the College of Engineering 
this past year as its upper classmen, grad¬ 
uates and professors strove to continue 
their previous levels of success. 

The College of Engineering enjoyed 


Academy and the Naval Academy as 
well as Cole Technologiy Superior. The 
2001 competition took place in Buffalo, 
New York. 

Civil Engineering students created a 
lightweight concrete canoe that was 


raced at Lake Wedington. In another 
race, mechanical engineering students 
designed and competed with their ’’Baja 
Car.” The 12-member UA Mini-Baja 
Team Received $1,000 from Superior 
Industries to compete in the Mini-Baja 
Mid-West Race. 

A team from chemical engineering took 
first place in the 11th Annual WERC 
International Environmental Design 
Contest in Las Cruces, New Mexico. The 
10-member UA team designed a portable 
means of treating hazardous chemical 
waste stored in 55-gallon drums. To take 
the top spot, UA students had to best 
teams from Purdue, Clemson, Texas Tech 
and Montana State. 

Chemical engineering students also 
won a top award this year for a research 
paper on removing tin molecules from 
water. College of Engineering Assistant 
Dean William Wamock said the team 
managed to remove nearly 100 percent of 
the tin molecules. 

But the year wasn’t all fun and games. 
Because most degrees in the College of 
Engineering are five-year, 140-hour pro¬ 
grams, students had been judged unable 
to handle the additional course load and 
graduate on time. This attitude changed, 
however. Last year was the first to offer 
curriculum minors to Engineering stu¬ 
dents.

success in its student research teams. 
One area the teams concentrated on was 
competing in national and international 
contests. 

In August, a computer science and 
computer engineering team won second 
place in the National Robotics 
Competition sponsored by the American 
Association for Artificial Intelligence. 
The team created and entered "Elektro," 
which served food to conference atten¬ 
dees without being controlled by its han¬ 
dlers. 

The team won two robots valued at 
more than $10,000 that was used for 
teaching and research. 

In November, a computer science and 
computer engineering team took top 
place among 102 teams from 54 campus¬ 
es participating in the Association of 
Computing Machinery mid-central 
regional programming contest. 

In March 2001, the UA Programming 
Team won honorable mention at the 25th 
Annual ACM International Collegiate 
Programming Contest. Sixty-four teams 
of students advanced from 2,700 teams 
that represented 1,079 universities in 70 
countries on six continents. The competi¬ 
tion took place in Vancouver, Canada. 

The UA Solar Boat team took fifth 
place overall in Solar Splash 2001, the 
world championship of solar/electric 
boating. The UA team competed against 
15 teams including the US Coast Guard 
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After the problems were sorted 
through, the College began broadening 
its outreach programs by designing and 
building affordable housing for a family 
in southeast Fayetteville. A group of 
fifth-year students constructed a two- 
story, three-bedroom home with the 
blue prints of Todd Furgason, of Gentry, 
Ark., and with funding from the 
Community Development Center. The 
home included custom-built display 
cases, bookshelves and 9-foot ceilings. 
The total construction cost was approx¬ 
imately $70,000. 

Landscape architecture students also 
participated in a community-oriented 
project, designing and constructing a 
pavilion at Happy Hollow Elementary 
School in Fayetteville. The Pavilion was 
conceived as a memorial to the activi¬ 
ties of the school and to community 
leadership. 

At a regional scale, the college began 
planning the development of an 
Arkansas Delta-based satellite center of 
the larger Community Design Center in 
Fayetteville. The branch expansion, 
known as the Delta Research and 
Design Center was conceived with the 
intention of addressing regional con¬ 
cerns in the areas of economic develop¬ 
ment, education and technical training, 
community planning and historic 
preservation. 

Another project adopted by the 
UACDC was yearlong community 
design and planning studies in Gentry 
and Hot Springs, Ark. 


design and infrastructure conditions in 
Gentry and recommended instituting a 
plan to establish revised zoning docu¬ 
ments, new building regulations and 
steps to ensure proper future develop¬ 
ment in the area. 

The UACDC also developed a plan to 
improve the quality of a three-mile 
stretch of Route 70 extending from 
Border Terrance Road on the west of the 
planned interchange with Martin Luther 
King Expressway. The area of focus is 
one of the major access ways into Hot 
Springs. The goal of the project was to 
manage growth in the area by factoring 
in urban concerns such as public transit, 
traffic safety, ornamentation and preser¬ 
vation and zoning regulations. 

Internationally, the college’s ambi¬ 
tions also spread. Architecture’s Rome 
Study Center grew to include an educa¬ 
tional collaboration with Roma Tre 
University, one of Rome, Italy’s largest 
universities. UA Architecture students 
evaluated the architectural evolution of 
Rome, and in exchange, Roma students 
studied at the School of Architecture in 
Fayetteville. 

The international program expanded 
further when the Landscape 
Architecture Department sent its first 
group of landscape architecture students 
to study abroad in Bath, England. 
Thirteen students studied design, con¬ 
struction and English gardens during the 
semester-long program.
